COMMITTEE 


Durham,  N.  H.,  October  8,  1926. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  appointed  under 
Article  17  at  the  annual  meeting  of  said  town  on  the 
11th  day  of  March,  1926,  being  a  committee  with 
power  by  a  two-third  vote  of  its  membership  to  secure 
a  settlement  with  the  Newmarket  Manufacturing  Co., 
for  past,  present  and  future  flowage  of  the  Doe  farm, 
there  were  present:  F.  W.  Taylor,  Charles  H.  Pettee 
and  Stephen  P.  Chesley,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds ; 
Albert  D.  Littlehale,  Fred  E.  Davis  and  Jabez  H.  Stev- 
ens, Selectmen;  and  John  C.  McNutt,  K.  W.  Woodward 
and  Herbert  Tuttle,  Appointed  Committee. 

It  was  unanimously  voted  to  execute  a  deed  of 
flowage.

well  as  for  all  rights  formerly  granted  this  corpora- 
tion, as  flowage,  by  our  predecessors  in  title."

In  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the  library  to 
the  Town  of  Durham  I  would  again  call  your  attention 
to  the  services  which  the  library  is  rendering  Durham 
citizens.  Our  book  collection  which  is  the  fourth  larg- 
est in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  offers  a  wide  va- 
riety of  interesting  and  instructive  reading.  Our  serv- 
ices to  you  include : — 

1.  The  lending  of  a  wide  variety  of  interesting 
and  instructive  reading. 

2.  The  answering  of  questions  and  reference 
service  with  one  of  the  best  collections  of  reference 
books  in  the  state. 

3.  The  maintaining  of  class-room  libraries  in  all 
the  class-rooms  of  the  Durham  schools. 

4.  The  maintaining  of  deposit  libraries  in  the 
Packers  Falls  District  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Edward 
Griffiths  and  in  the  Durham  Point  District  at  the  home 
of  Mrs.  Jabez  Stevens  for  the  benefit  of  the  neighbor- 
hood. This  is  offered  to  any  other  section  of  the  town 
on  request. 

5.  The  maintenance  of  a  children's  room  at  the 
main  library. 

6.  The  conducting  of  story  hours  at  the  library 
for  the  children  of  the  town  at  various  times. 
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7.  The  holding  of  a  children's  book  exhibit  in 
November  in  one  of  the  store  windows. 

8.  The  free  circulation  of  a  monthly  book  bulle- 
tin, "The  Library  Lantern,"  sent  to  any  citizen  re- 
questing it. 

9.  The  holding  of  weekly  book  exhibits  at  the 
main  library. 

10.  The  advising  as   to   courses   of   reading  and 
study. 

11.  The  borrowing  of  books  from  other  libraries 
where  our  own  collection  is  not  sufficient. 

This  year  the  library  is  requesting  that  the  town 
increase  its  annual  appropriation  for  the  library  from 
$100  to  $200  for  the  following  reasons  :— 

1.  Under  the  agreement  between  the  Town  of 
Durham  and  New  Hampshire  College  in  1907  the 
college  agreed  to  maintain  and  administer  the  library 
while  the  Town  agreed  to  furnish  certain  funds  for  the 
purchase  of  the  more  popular  books  of  fiction,  travel, 
biography,  literature  as  well  as  juvenile  books.  In  the 
seven  years  that  the  present  librarian  has  been  here 
the  amount  of  money  from  town  sources  for  the  pur- 
chase of  these  books  has  decreased  33  per  cent,  1926 
being  the  lowest  year  of  all,  while  the  amount  spent  by 
the  University  for  the  Library  has  increased  164  per 
cent. 

2.  The  children's  books  are  being  increasingly 
used  both  at  the  library  and  in  the  schools  and  are  be- 
coming shabby  and  out  of  date.  Many  new  and  re- 
placement copies  are  needed. 

3.  The  library  is  anxious  to  serve  and  help  every 
man,  woman  and  child  in  the  Town  of  Durham.  With 
that  end  in  view  we  are  paying  special  attention  to  ex- 
tension service.     As  noted  above  deposit  libraries  are 


68 

in  every  room  of  the  Durham  schools  and  in  the  homes 
of  Mrs.  Edward  Griffiths  in  the  Packers  Falls  District 
and  Mrs.  Jabez  Stevens  in  the  Durham  Point  District. 
Such  libraries  will  be  placed  in  any  section  of  the 
town  upon  request.  But  in  order  to  successfully  carry 
out  this  extension  service  duplicate  copies  of  new  books 
will  be  needed.  If  the  increase  requested  is  granted 
the  money  will  be  spent  exclusively  for  books  for  the 
extension  service  and  for  the  children.  Incidentally 
it  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  there  are  two  hun- 
dred adult  active  borrowers  in  the  town  not  connected 
with  the  university  and  that  one  hundred  and  fifty 
children  in  the  schools  use  the  library  books  either  at 
the  school  deposit  stations  or  in  the  main  library. 

During  the  year  ending  January  31,  1927,  eighty- 
nine  volumes  costing  $119.87  have  been  received  from 
the  Simpson  legacy  of  the  Durham  Library  Associa- 
tion. With  $100  received  from  the  general  funds  of 
the  Durham  Library  Association  and  $50  remaining 
from  last  year  ninety-nine  volumes  were  purchased. 
Sixty-nine  volumes  have  been  purchased  with  the  $100 
appropriated  by  the  Town.

After  examination  of  all  available  models  of  snow 
plows  and  tractors  and  after  full  consideration,  the 
committee,  consisting  of  the  Selectmen,  together  with 
O.  V.  Henderson,  C.  H.  Pettee,  Ed.  Chesley,  M.  G. 
Eastman,  Arioch  Griffiths  and  W.  S.  Edgerly,  voted  to 
purchase  a  five-ton  Best  Tractor  and  a  Warsau  steel 
snow  plow,  all  for  $5,300.00. 

The  University  of  New  Hampshire  co-operates 
with  the  town  in  accordance  with  the  following  con- 
tract entered  into  with  the  committee : 

Memorandum  of  agreement  made  November  30, 
1926,  between  the  Town  of  Durham,  New  Hampshire, 
by  its  duly  authorized  committee,  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  by  its 
duly  authorized  committee,  party  of  the  second  part 

The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  purchase  a 
suitable  tractor  and  snow  plow,  keep  them  in  reasona- 
ble repair  and  break  out  the  winter  roads  of  the  party 
of  the  second  part  in  conjunction  with  the  same  work 
on  town  roads. 

The  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  furnish  a 
steam  heated  shelter  for  the  said  tractor  and  snow 
plow,  and  to  pay  said  party  of  the  first  part  five  hun- 
dred dollars   ($500.00)   annually. 

The  above  agreement  may  be  annulled  at  any 
time  after  four  years  by  giving  a  year's  notice  of  such 
annulment  in  writing  by  either  party  to  the  other.

REPORT  OF  DURHAM  SCHOOL  BOARD 


Two  members  were  elected  to  the  School  Board 
at  the  last  school  meeting-.  Prof.  M.  G.  Eastman  was 
elected  for  one  year  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
Adrian  Morse.  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Massingham  was  re- 
elected for  a  term  of  three  years. 

The  Board  was  organized  with  J.  C.  McNutt  as 
Chairman  and  Thomas  G.  Massingham,  Clerk. 

Improvements  made  during  the  past  year,  in  ad- 
dition to  minor  repairs,  consist  of  a  new  boiler  in- 
stalled by  Arthur  Robinson  at  a  cost  of  $400.00.  Bids 
were  called  for  and  Mr.  Robinson  was  awarded  the  job 
because  his  bid  was  the  most  satisfactory.  One  parti- 
tion was  moved  increasing  the  space  in  the  fifth  and 
sixth  grade  room.  Several  more  seats  were  added  to 
accommodate  the  enrollment.  Several  seats  were  also 
added  to  the  primary  room  to  take  care  of  the  in- 
creased enrollment. 

As  there  were  not  enough  pupils  in  the  Point  dis- 
trict to  justify  opening  the  school,  the  Board  felt  that 
it  would  be  better  to  transport  the  children  in  that  sec- 
tion to  the  village  school.  Several  children  in  the 
Packers  Falls  section  are  attending  the  Newmarket 
school,  instead  of  being  transported  to  the  Durham 
school. 

Supt.  0.  R.  McCoy  resigned  on  Oct.  1,  to  accept  a 
similar  position  in  Rhode  Island.  The  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  kindly  sent  us  a  substitute  in  the 
person  of  Mr.  Felch,  former  superintendent  of  schools 
in  Conway,  N.  H.  After  carefully  considering  several 
candidates  for  the  position  the  Supervisory  Union  de- 
cided to  engage  Mr.  Felch  permanently  for  the  balance 
of  this  year.  Under  his  experienced  management  our 
schools  are  running  on  smoothly  and  doing  good  work. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Durham: 

I  have  found  your  schools  in  excellent  condition 
for  the  most  part.  The  school  at  Packers  Falls,  taught 
by  Miss  Elsie  Norman  is  a  good  type  of  mixed  rural 
school.  There  are  five  grades  in  this  school,  and  the 
attendance,  discipline  and  instruction  are  very  satis- 
factory. 

The  Junior  High  School  under  Miss  Helen  Adams 
as  principal  is  doing  good  work,  and  with  her  able  as- 
sistants the  work  done  by  the  pupils  compares  favor- 
ably with  the  preparatory  work  in  other  schools. 

The  other  teachers  in  the  lower  grades  are  doing 
strong  construction  work  and  laying  the  foundation 
for  a  generous  education.  The  Domestic  Science  and 
Manual  Training  classes  are  well  handled  and  the 
pupils  give  evidence  of  receiving  training  that  is  fit- 
ting them  for  work  with  the  hand  that  coordinates 
with  the  work  of  the  mind. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES 

The  Packers  Falls  house  is  in  good  repair  and  will 
need  but  little  attention.  The  Central  house,  in  which 
most  of  the  pupils  are  housed,  needs  considerable  re- 
pairing. Some  of  the  ceilings  are  falling  and  some- 
thing should  be  used  to  replace  the  plastering,  which  is 
seldom  satisfactory  in  large  rooms.  The  house  is 
warmer  since  the  installation  of  the  new  boiler,  but 
when  the  wind  blows  from  the  north  and  west  the 
rooms  are  still  uncomfortable  on  cold  days.  Double 
windows  may  help  to  solve  the  heat  problem.  The 
manual  training  room  is  cold  and  the  pupils  and  teach- 
ers have  to  keep  busy  at  some  hand  work  in  order  to 
keep  warm. 
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I  do  not  wish  to  pose  as  an  advisor  of  the  people 
of  Durham  in  regard  to  the  building  of  a  new  high 
school  building  for  the  town.  But  there  are  many  rea- 
sons for  believing  that  Durham  will,  before  very  long 
establish  a  four  year  high  school  course  and  build  and 
equip  a  building  in  which  a  high  school,  second  to  none 
in  the  state  will  be  established.  There  are  a  number  of 
people  I  know  who,  because  of  the  University  being 
located  here  and  because  they  have  pupils  in  the  Uni- 
versity now,  or  prospects  for  some  in  the  near  future, 
would  like  to  bring  their  families  to  live  here.  This 
interest  in  education  is  turning  the  attention  of  people 
to  the  town  of  Durham,  because  of  the  educational  ad- 
vantages now  centered  here.  The  interest  is  bound 
to  grow,  and  it  is  an  asset  to  those  who  own  property 
in  the  town.  Many  people  shrink  from  sending  their 
children  away  from  home  influences  during  this  criti- 
cal period  of  a  child's  life.  There  may  be  some  who 
cannot  afford  to  send  their  children  away  for  a  high 
school  course.  For  these,  and  other  reasons  it  would 
seem  wise  for  the  people  of  the  town  to  consider  seri- 
ously the  importance  of  establishing  a  first  class  high 
school  here. 

I  have  been  asked  if  it  is  possible  to  have  another 
year  of  high  school  work  in  the  present  building.  I 
think  provision  can  be  made  for  another  year's  work. 
It  would  mean  hiring  another  teacher,  and  providing 
science  equipment  in  chemistry  or  physics  for  a  small 
class.  Of  course  the  conditions  would  not  be  ideal,  but 
it  would  give  an  opportunity  for  a  third  year  of  high 
school  work  near  the  pupil's  own  home.
